An explosion that could have been 
heard for severa! blocks, followed by 
the bursting of the premises inte a 


tremendous sheet of flame which 
lighted up the waorw xseighborhood 
caused the total destruction, shortly 


before one o'clock this morning, of 
an old one-storey frame building 
situated on the north side of Jasper 
between First and Howard avenue, 
immediately west of BE, L. Ferris’ real 
office A newly-estaDlished 
restaurant, conducted by George Har- 
bor, formerly of the American Cafe, 
and « shoe-shine stand and ‘barber 
shop, tun by Arthur Edwards, were 
completely gutted, all the conteuts 
being destroyed by fire and water, 
Officer Hears Explosion 

Drill-Sergeant Waterton, of the cits 
police force, Was at the corner of 
Howard, Dut a few yards away, on his 
away home, When he was startled by 
the noise of the explosion, and upon 
looking at the restaurant he saw the 
whole front of the lower part of the 
building blown out ,glass and debris 
velng hurted right across Jasper ave- 
nue, The building immediately burst 
into flame, the flre licking up greedily 
the wooden structure. The officer at 
ouce rang in an alarm, and Nos, 1 
and 2 companies, under the command 
of Chief Lauder, responded, but by the 
time they afrived the fiames nad ob- 
tained ‘such a hold that it was soon 
seen that the Duflding was doomed, 
and the efforts of the firemen were, 
directed, towards, saxing,,Jernis’ -rewk 
esiate office, and the building on the 
west side occupied by the Arcade cone 
fectionery and fruit parlors. 

* Roomers Make Escape 

There were a number of roomers 
in the latter building, upstairs, many 
of them asleep, and these were all 
quickly aroused from their slumbers. 
‘he energetic efforts of the firemen, 
however, prevented the spread of the 
flames to the premises, and the room- 
ers were able to return to their quar- 
ters. The fire at one time obtained 
a hold on the root of Ferris’ office, 
and the firemen had to use thelr axes 
to stay is progress. <A shoe shine 
stand ,ownea by Georgeaidas, be- 
tween the barber shop und the Arcade 
confectionery, Was not damaged very 
seriously. 

Cause of Explosion Mystery 

The cause of the explosion was a 
mystery to the firemen, Chief Laudcr 
made an examination of the prem- 
ises afterwards, but could tind noth- 
ing to cause an explosion. It evi- 
dently oceurred in the restaurant, for 
not only was the windaw blown out, 
but the wall between the restaurant 
and barber shop was wrenched from 
its moorings, and thrown against the 
west wall of the barber shop. 

The restaurant is usually open un- 
til one o'clock in the mortiing, but 
for some reason or other it was clos- 
ed early last night, there ‘being no- 
body on the premises at the time the 
fire broke out, This was an extreme- 
ly fortunate circumstance, as the rush 
of fiames after the e~vlosion would 
have prevented any ai upt to escape, 
and any persons ! the’ building 
would have been per .4 in like rats 
in a trap. 

“An Awful Fire. Trap” 

“T was going by the place only a 
tew hours ago,” said Chief Lauder 
after the fire, “and I remarked what 
an awful tire trap it was.” 

A large crowd colleeted during the 
progress of the tire, and watched 
with interest the work of the firemen.

Winnipeg, July 29.—Although it 
Was impossible to fix any exuct date 
for harvest excursions to the west, the 
representatives of Alberta, Saskatch- 
ewan and Manitoba in session here to- 
aay Cdine to the conelusto that the 
harvest would be generul etween 
August 15 and 20, It Was therefore 
decided to recommend to the officials 
in the east that the first specials be 
run from Ontario, and the maritime 
provinces August 16th, so that the 
nen would arrive in Winnipeg August 
18th, and would be distributed through 
he country within the next two days. 
Other excursions will follow as rap- 
idly as possible until the country has 
been cleaned up, 

In order to get these men into the 
fields who are already available in 
the west the railroad companies have 
arranged to issue cheap rates of one 
cent per mile, from the principal west- 
ern cities to take out bona fide har- 
vesters. These rates will be in force 
for the first two weeks of August, and 
will be in addition to the special rate 
from Winnipeg, which will be in ex- 
istence throughout the whole of the 
month,
